shall, at the Election of any Party or Parties in such Causes or Matters 
be, subject to Appeal to the Court herehi-after constituted and described 
and which shall be styled “ The Court of Chancery Appeals ; ” and’ 
the Court so to be constituted shall have full Power to make Orders 
for afBrming, reversing, or vatyiug such Decrees and Orders, or to 5 
make other Orders therein, in like Maimer as the House of Lords 
is now empowered upon Appeals in Causes from the High Court of 
Chancery in Ireland to affirm, reverse, or vary the Decrees or Orders 
of said Court or pronounce special Orders therein ; and upon any 
Party having coimucuccd such Appeal to “the Court of Chancery 10 
Appeals,” no other Party in the Cause or Matter in which the same 
shall be ponding shall he at liberty to appeal to the House of Lords 
while the same shall be pending before the said “ Court of Chancery 
Appeals” and undecided by the said Court: Provided that nothing 
herein contained shall operate to deprive ai:y Party in a Cause of the 15 
Power of electing to appeal to the House of Lords against any Decree 
or Oj'der of the High Court of Chaneevy as Imi’ctolbre instead of 
bringing an Apj:eal befoi-c such “ Court of Chancery Aprpeals Pro- 
vided also, that nothing he:'ein contained shall operate to deprive any 
Party to a Matter in Lunacy of the Option of appealing to the Queen 20 
in Council as heretofore against any Order of the Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland in such Matter instead of bringing an Appeal before such 
“ Court of Chancery Appeals.” 

II. Any Party so bringing such Appeal before the said “ Court 
of Chancery Appeals ” shall not be at liberty to bring any Appeal 25 
against the Decision of the said last-mentioned Court, but the same 
shall be final and conclusive as to such Party ; but it shall and may 
be lawful for any Paitywliomay.be dissatisfied with the Decision 
of “ the Coui't of Chancery Appeals ” upon an Appeal in a Cause, 
save the Party who may have brought such Appeal, to appeal to 30 
the House of Lords against such Decision, in like Manner as Appeals 
may now be brought from Decrees or Orders of the High Court 
of Chancery in Ireland to the House of Lords; and it sliaU also 
be lawful for any Party who may be dissatisfied with the Decision 
of the said “ Couit of Chancery Appeals” in any Lunatic Matter, 35 
save the Party who may have brought such Appeal, to appeal to 
the Queen in CouncH against such Decision inhke Manner as Appeals 
ill Matters of Lunacy may now be brought from any Orders of the 
Lord Chancellor before the Queen in Council. 

Ilf. Foi the Purposes of such Appeal to “ the Coiu't of Chancery 40 
Appeals” it shall not be necessary to enrol auy Decree or Order 
agahist which such Appeal may be brought.

IV. Every such Appeal brought imder the Provisions of this Act 
shhl he made hy way of Petition, stating" whether the .Appelliuit 
objects to the w-liole of the Decree or Order appealed from or to 
any particular Part or Parts thereof; and if only to a Part or Parts 
5 thLof, then further stating against what Pai-t or Parts such Appellant 
anneals; and the said “Court of- Chancery Appeals" shall only 
eltertaiu the Consideration of the : Particulars so referred to in such 
Petition; or such Matters as may be necessarily involved therein 
or connected therewith; and it shall- -and may be lawful for the said 
h> Court of Appeal, in luvarding the Costs of- such- Appeal,^ to have 
regard to the Mauiicv of bringing such Appeal as to the Statement 
of the Matter appealed from.
